East and North Omaha 
are Flooded. 


Residents Rush for Dry Ground 
Leaving Their All, 


Every Effort Being Made to Stay 
the Big Muddy. 


Houses and Fields Submerged from 
One to Five Feet—Mississippi 
Rising South of Vicksburg—The 
Relief Steamer. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE] 
OMAHA (Neb.,) April 13.—Piling and 
boards and bags of sand, old hay, and 
stones are being fed to the hungry maw 
of the Big Muddy at Omaha in or- 
der to restrain the manifest intention 
of the erratic stream to resume the 
channel abandoned twenty years ago. 
At nightfall it looked as if the effort 
might succeed. But all hope is hedged 
about with provisos that the river 
does not rise any higher, that a north 
‘wind does not blow, and, most un- 
certain of all, that the break in the 
bank aboyé Plorence Lake is not so bad 
as the overflow of water indicates. 
East Omaha and North Omaha are 
flooded by the waters that are rush- 
ing from the overfull Missouri’ River. 
The residents flee for their lives, leav- 
ing their possessions behind. The 
houses are standing in the flood, sub- 
merged in water one to five feet deep. 
Fields of grain and fences disappear 
beneath the surface of the water, and 
the trees no longer show any trunks. 
The flood is pouring in upon the 
lowlands of the East Omaha bottoms 
in a stream that is estimated to be 
two thousand feet in width. It is 
sweeping southeast and pours into 
Florence Lake. The water in the lake 
has broken. over the levee that was 
built to separate it from Cut-off Lake, 
and it is now rushing with ever-in- 
creasing volume into the latter. It 
is sweeping over plowed and planted 


homes in* North Omaha; it is. tearing 
up fences and threatening the houses 
that stand from three to four feet 
deep in the water. . 

It is pouring into Cut-off Lake just 
north of the long bridge which leads 
to Courtland Beach. In the last twelve 
hours, Cut-off Lake has risen almost 
two feet. If this rate continues it is 
anticipated that by morning the lake 
will overflow its southern bank. If 
this should occur, and should the rise 
be still maintained, the entire south- 
ern portion of East Omaha would be 
threatened with a most disastrous flood, 
as there is no elevation of the land 
to stem the outpouring. 

The beginning of the flood occurred 
several days ago. For weeks past the 
river has been rising gradually. It 
was thought that there was no danger. 
The levees would hold, it was thought. 
They did hold until two days ago. 
Then the mighty volume could not be 
restrained longer. Two days ago the 
water crept ov®f"the top of the bank 
in the bend of the river just below 
Florence. It came slowly at first, but 
it found easier passage as time went 
by. Early yesterday afternoon the 
force became resistless. A great hole

“hut that appeared to block the way 
was torn out bodily and swallowed up 
by the river. The water poured onto 
the bottoms to the south. 

The speed of the flood was rapid. 
At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon Nerth 
Omaha was surrounded on all sides 
with dry land. At 5 o’clock many of 
the people in the houses on the low- 
lands were fleeing from their homes. 
This morning this portion was cov- 
ered with water from one to five feet 
deep. At present the worst of the 
flooded district is Jocated just north of 
North Omaha. At Sherman avenue a 
broad stream has shot directly to the 
south. This stream just skirts the 
east end of the little settlement Known 
as North Omaha. It began to creep 
along the bottoms about 4 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. It first drove cut 
of their homes and from their prem- 
ises three milkmen, Erickson, Larson 
and Milhouse. It swept a quarter of 
a mile further south and there took 
within its bosom a dozen cottages. 
The Rileys, the Petersons, the John- 
sons, the Schaeffers, the Knapps, the 
Clarks and several other families de- 
camped about 5 o’clock. All these are 
residents of the eastern part of Nerth 
Omaha. | 

The stream then went on _ further 
south a distance of a mile and struck 
another little settlement. The resi- 
dents here at 6 o’clock began to move. 
Among those who had to vacate were 
the families of Thomas Plummer, Mil- 
ton Bilby, George Skinner, Frank Bur- 
well, Charles Frages, Erick Peterson, 
Charles Butcher, Enquist and Murphy. 
All these people were forced to abandon 
their houses in haste, some of them 
with only their night clothes on. Many 
narrow escapes from drowning are re- 
counted, but, so far as is known, no 
lives were lost. Efforts ta recover 
personal effects from the engulfed 
houses have been of little avail. Forces 
of workmen were hurried out to pro- 
tect the houses in the flooded district, 
and have succeeded in restraining the 
spread of the water to the west, confin- 
ing it to the channel cut from the river 
to Florence Lake, and from Florence 
Lake to Cut-off Lake. This has saved 
most of North Omaha from destruction, 

Cut-off Lake at nightfall was filling 
up rapidly, but could then accommodate 
four or five feet more of water. It is 
held back by a strong double dyke

Should the river 
complete the cut-off it has threatened, 
East Omaha, with extensive factories, 
including the great Carter White Lead 
“works, will be moved into Iowa, and the 
$3,000,000 bridge of the East Omaha Ter- 
minal Company will be left across a 
slough, while the thousands of dollars 
expended by the government in protect- 
ing the banks of the river along the 
great bend will be wasted. 

Down in town the situation is less 
serious than it was last night. The 
smelter of the Omaha’ & Grant Com- 
pany is still above water. The Thom- 
son-Houston Electric Lighting plant 
and the Willow Springs distillery can 
stand a rise of another foot, and the 
railroad companies feel that. their 
tracks are safe for the time. All are 
watching, though, and taking every 
precaution to protect their property. 
The weather has cleared off here, and 
the prospects are favorable for a ces- 
sation of the rains. ‘ 


CHANGING ITS CHANNEL, 


East Omaha is Beitng Moved into 
Iowa by the Flood. 
OMAHA (Neb.,) April 13.—The Mis-

THE MISSISSIPPV’S WORK. 


Currents Throwing Water 
Over the Vicksburg Levees. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] Se 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) April 13.—The 
river continues to rise south of Vicks- 
burg, and the swift current is throwing 
the water all over the levees with enor- 
mous foree. A telegram from Tallelah, 
La., received last night, reported that 
the levee at Davis Island, Warren 
county, Miss., had broken, but the re- 
port was premature. The water is 
washing over the levee at that point, 
and a break may occur at any hour. 
Many people have left the island with 
their most valuable effects and stock. 
Several weak spots have developed ‘in 
the southern levee, and the people in 
that section are making heroic strug- 
gles to save their property. Tonight 
the back water in the flooded Missis- 
sippl delta is about stationary. . The 
river at Memphis continues to fall 

elena river g@eclining 
the rate of two-tenths foot 
The refugees are flockinginto -Helena 
by every boat. Three officers. Lieuts. 
A. 8. Rowan and Mc.C. Crowley of the 
United States army, and Capt. Graham 
D. Fitch, have arrived at Helena on the 
steamer Itasca. A ‘conference between 
the officers and the local Relief Com- 
mittee .was held, so Lieut. Rowan may 
secure all the facts regarding the sit- 
uation. At the meeting it was esti- 
mated that 23,600 people inhabited the 
county, 7000 lived in the city and one- 
half of the remainder lived in the ter- 
ritory inundated. The population, 
therefore, of the overflowed country 
was put down at approximately 9000. 

Of these, 2000 to 3000 are now in 
Helena and scattered along the foot- 
hills for a distance of fifteen miles. 
There. are 1500 refugees at Old Town 
Ridge. The Relief Committee reported 
that 6000 people were dependent upon 
aid, and $3000 weekly was the sum de- 
cided upon to take care of these people. 
Lieuts. Rowan and Crowley left Helena 
today for Greenville and the White 
River, to investigate the situation there. 
Capt. Nollty of the steamer Titan re- 
ported 43 refugees at Modoc, 80 at Ave- 
nue, 40 at Dawson, 45 at Lower Lud- 
low, 164 at Ferguson, and 100 at Knowl- 
ton. The majority of these unfortunate 
people are camped on barges, and have 
been supplied from Helena. 


DAVIS ISLAND EXODUS. 


Steamer Taking on Women and 
Children and Liwe Stock, 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.]- 

ST. JOSEPH (La.,) April 13.—The 
steamer St. Joseph arrived hére, having 
been detailed at Ursulina plantation 
on Davis Island, taking on women and 
children and mules, cattle and other 
domestic animals. It was not apparent 
to the people on the boat that the 
planters were moving. It was ascer- 
tained, however, that it was feared the 
levees would not stand much longer, 
though every effort has been made to 
hold them. The water has overtopped 
them in several places, causing an exo- 
dus to take place. 

Davis Island is not within the limits 
of. any levee district, but the planters 
built and for several years maintained 
a private levee protecting the island 
from overflow, 


DISCOURAGING INFORMATION, 
Boats Wanted Everywhere to Save 
Human Beings and Stock. 


VICKSBURG (Miss.,) April 13.—To- 
day the gauge showed 51.35 feet, a 
rise of 4.10 feet in twenty-four hours, 
the highest water here ever known. 
The information received today was 
discouraging.

Perkins Introduces Petitions

WASHINGTON, April 13.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Senator Perkins today - in- 
troduced in the Senate seven petitions 
asking for a rate on one cent a pound 
in the Tariff Bill on importations of 
citrus fruits. The petitions were from 
the Chamber of Commerce-of Los An- 
geles, Orange county and San Bernar- 
dino, the Boards of Trade of Los An- 
geles and Pasadena, the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association of the 
former city, and the personal pleas of 


bankers of Southern California. 


HAWAIIAN RECIPROCITY, 


Senator Nelson Gives Notice of the 
Abrogation of the Treaty. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The first gun in the war 
on the Hawaiian reciprocity treaty was 
fired in the Senate today when Sena- 
tor Knute Nelson of Minnesota, intro- 
duced a bill giving notice to the gov- 
ernment of the island of the abrogation 
of the treaty at the end of one year. 
This is provided in the treaty, and the. 
only surprise shown is that the attack 
comes from this source, as the South- 
ern Senators have heretofore shown 
a desire to attack the treaty. 

Nelson said concerning his bill that 
he.is actuated by a desire to strike a 
blow at the sugar trusts. He is now 
at work as an opponent of all trades 
combinations, and this move is one 
of many along these lines. He said he 
believed the Sugar Trust, by reason 
of the advantage gained by securing 
the free entry of Hawaiian sugar, was 
enabled to hold more securely the 
American refined-sugar trade, and so 
took this means of curtailing the power 
of the trusts. This action puts one of 
the foremost opponents of the American 
Sugar Company in line with the Sen- 
ators who have heretofore been the 
greatest upholders of the power of 
the trust. 

Senator Aldrich, who has always 
been considered as acting in sympathy 
with the combined refiners, is said to 
be the most active advocate of abroga- 
tion. The annexationists, while they 
do not make specific claims of strength, 
express confidence in their ability to 
prevent action inimical to their in- 
terests, relying on the friendship of 
President McKinley. 

It is not considered certain that ac- 
tionh as to annexation can be secured 
this session. The position of the lead- 
ers in the House indicates nothing will 
be done, and so the annexationists are 
taking no active steps that the admin- 
istration may not be embarrassed. The 
introduction of the Nelson _ resolution 
indicates that the Tariff Bill will con- 
tain a clause, inserted by the House, de- 
claring the duty does not apply to Ha- 
waiian sugar. The members of the Fi- 
nance Committee Said today they did 
not consider the Dingley Bill a proper 
place to introduce a change in treaty 
relations. 

The opponents of the treaty in Cali- 
fornia are at work. Senator Perkins 
has received a- petition bearing one 
hundred names, sent on by the Alva- 
rado beet-sugar factory officials. The 
petition sets forth five reasons why the 
treaty operates against the beet-sugar 
industry, and is almost entirely in 
favor of the islands. One of the lead- 
ing sugar men of San Francisco also 
writes that a differential of one-eighth 
of a cent is not sufficient to keep out 
Hongkong refined sugar manufactured 
by labor paid 12% cents a day in gold, 
while workers in San Francisco receive 
20 cents an hour. He predicts that if 
no great differential is given, Chinese 
sugar refiners will sell all the sugar 
they can make in San Francisco. 

OTHER AMENDMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, April 13. — Senator 
Nelson gave notice today of three 
amendments to the Tariff Bill, One of 
these abrogates after one year the Ha- 
walian reciprocity treaty; another de- 
clares trusts or cOmbinations for the 
restraint of trade or to enhance the 
market price of imports or manufac- 
tures by two or more persons, either 
one of whom is an importer, to be 
“against public policy, illegal and void,”’ 
and provides for the punishment of the 
offense by both fine and imprisonment. 
A third amendment authorizes the 
President to suspend by executive order 
the collection of all duties levied upon” 


any imported article, the home product 
of which is controlled by a trust.

FOREST RESERVATIONS. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Senator 
Pettigrew, from ‘the Appropriations 
Committee, today made a_ favorabie 
report on Senator Clark’s amendment 
to the Sundry Civil Bill, abrogating 
the executive order of February 12 
setting apart certain lines in the West- 
ern States as forest reservations. 

THE APPROPRIATION BILLS.

The Eastern Situation is 
Too Strained, 


War or the Backdown of One 
Side Must Follow, 


A Greek Expedition to Start 
from Arta Soon. 


Position of the Irregulars There 


Stronger Than That of the 
Turks — Heroic Efforts to Be 
Made—The Fleet to Operate. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. WIRE.] 

ATHENS, April 13.—[By Atlantic Ca 
ble.] The frontier situation is develop- 
ing slowly for two reasons. In the 
first place, bad weather, snows, rain 
and bitterly-cold winds have retarded 
all movements. In the second place, 
intentional or otherwise, all dispatches 
are being considerably delayed, not an 
unusual occurrence since the begin- 
ning of the present crisis. But if the 
development is slow, it is none the less 
menacing, and an open outbreak of hos- 
tilities or a backdown upon the part of 
one or both countries most interested 
cannot be much longer delayed, as the 
strain of maintaining armies of about 
one bundred thousand men each in the 
field is being felt with steadily-increas- 
ing severity by both Turkey and 
Greece, so a declaration of war would 
be welcomed by either side with a feel- 


ing of relief. 


Here and at Constantinople there are 

daily prolonged meetings of councils of 
ministers and it is generaly recognized 
that there must be a decided change 
before long. Both Greece and Turkey 
are trying to avoid, if possible, being | 
classed as the aggressor in the con- 
flict which is apparently impending, 
and are acting with the greatest cau- 
tion. The Greek National League, or 
Ethnike Hetairia, is no party to this 
attitude of the governments and has 
already pushed forward a force of 
3000 “irregulars,’”’ well-armed, supplied. 
and equipped, accompanied by an am- 
ple commissariat corps, through Turke- 
ish lines. 
_ It is an open secret here that by the 
end of the present week at least ten 
thousand Greek irregulars will be in 
Macedonia, Albania and Epirus, hav- 
ing been sent under the pretense of 
maintaining the status quo in obey= 
ance to the representations of the. 
powers. The Turkish Minister at 
Athens yesterday called the attention ‘ 
of M. Skouzes, Greek Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, to the departure from 
Greece of further irregular forces into 
Macedonia. The reply was similar to 
the one previously made by Greek 
Premier Delyannis, namely, that 
Greec might make the same complaint 
as to the vigilance of the Turkish 
troops. 

The next important move which will 
be heard will be from the Greek head- 
quarters at Arta, where the banks and 
principal stores, etc., are closing and 
removing into the interior, and every 
other preparation possible is being 
made to get out of harm’s way before 
the war begins in earnest. At Arta 
it is well known here, a force of about 
two thousand men. organized by the 
Ethnike Hetaira has either started for 
Turkish territory, or is making the final 
preparations for so doing. This body 
will be divided into six separate de- 
tachments, each ably directed and hav- 
ing a separate destination, with the 
view. of raising.the flag of. Greece ‘in: 
certain locality, increasing its num- 
bers as much as possible and haras- 
sing the rear of the Turkish’ force 
which will be directed from Janina 
against the Greek regulars who will 
operate against the Turks ‘from Arta. 

The Greek government has given 
strict orders to stop the departure of 
this force of irregulars, but it is semi- 
officially explained the Greek com- 
mander at Arta, Col. Vassos, is “un- 
able to spare men to intercept them.” 
Nobody ever expected he would be able 
to “spare men’’ to do so. The Ethnike 
Hetairia probably counts him among 
its devoted members, as it does nearly 
all the officers in the.Greek army, and 
the colonel can be counted upon not 
to interfere with the carefully-pre- 
pared plans of the National League, 
which will make Greece a country 
worthy of its glorious traditions or 
perish bravely, struggling to the last 
in its efforts to bring about a realiza- 
tion of the dream for which its mem- 
bers have sworn to sacrifice their lives 
and all their belongings, if need be. 

The Greeks’ position in the vicinity 
of Arta is much stronger than those 
of the Turks, who, owing to the recent 
heavy rains and bad roads, will have 
much difficulty in communicating with 
their base of supplies at Janina, even 
if the Greek “irregulars’’ are not in 
their rear for the purpose of prevent- 
ing them from so doing. 

The Greeks are able to reach Arta 
from Athens in twenty-four hours, giv- 
ing them a fine base of supplies, an 
immense advantage in a campaign such 
as the one planned by the Greek lead- 
ers. The volunteers from this city have 
already reached Arta, and more are on 
their way there. It is the intention of 
the Greeks, when all is ready, to at- 
tack and capture Janina which, accord- 
ing to the treaty of Berlin, rightfully 
belongs to Greece. Ki 

Finally, another force of irregulars is 
preparing to cut off the Turkish com- 
munications with Salonica from where 
the Turks at Elassona derive their sup- 
plies. If the attempt is successful, the 
three Turkish army divisions, the east- 
ern near Salonica, the central at Elas- 
sona and the western at Janina, in ad- 
dition to the army corps at Greve 
will be cut off from communication with 
each other. 

In addition, the Greek fleet proposes 
to make things lively off Salonica in or- 
der to prevent the landing of any sup- 
plies there. A strong fleet is off Arta 
ready to render effective service in this 
direction. Another Greek fleet is off 
‘the Island of Skiathos, prepared to 
strike at Salonica, and the Greek fleet 
is off the Island of Skyro prepared to 
attack the Turkish islands in the 
Aegean Sea. 

When the communications of the 
Turkish division at Janina are cut off,

THOSE DEPORTED JAPS. ° 


Another Version of the Trouble at 
Honolulu—One Warship, ; 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The Japa- 
nese Legation has received telegraphic 
advices from official sources in relation 
to the recent deportation from the Ha- 
waiian Islands of a number of Japa- 
nese immigrants, which do not agree 
entirely in all details with the accounts 
already published in this country. It 
appears, according to these advices, 
that out of 668 Japanese passengers 
brought to Honolulu by the steamer 
Shinshinn-Maru, 302 voluntary passen- 
gers and 146 contract laborers were sent 
back to Japan. The Hawaiian authori- 
ties refused to allow these ptople to 
land, on the ground that the voluntary 
passengers were not possessed of $50 in 
gold each, as provided in the landing 
law, and because the contract laborers 
had not complied with the provisions 
of the landing law in securing previous 
approval of their contracts. 

The passengers thereupon petitioned 
the Supreme*Court to set aside the de- 
cision ef the Callector-General of Cus- 
toms, forbidding them to land, but the 
court rejected the etition on _ the 
ground that the decision of the Collec- 
tor-General regarding the landing of 
aliens was final, and that Japanese not 
yet lanced in the islands had no right 
to petition. The Japanese Consul-Gen- 
eral protested against this action, on 
the ground that the exclusion of the 
Voluntary emigrants was in violation 
of treaty rights, whatever might be the, 
case regarding the laborers and their 
aHeged failure to secure previous ap- 
proval of their contracts. He himself 
had personally examined into the facts 
regarding the voluntary emigrants, and 
had found that they were all in bona 
fide possession of the amount of money 
required by law in such cases. 

So far as they, at least; were con- 
cerned, the decision of the Collector- 
General appeared to be in violation both 
of the law and Of the facts: . While it 
is true that one, mot two, . Japanese 
men-of-war, as stated in press - dis- 
patches, has ‘been sent to Hawail, the

they would cross the Gulf of Mexico 
as the Greeks were crossing the Medi- 
terranean Sea, to avenge the cruelties 
which only Turks and Spaniards were 
capable of inflicting. Mr. Morgan 
read numerous letters, including one 
from the Cuban governor of the prov- 
ince of Orijentes, to show the complete 
establishemnt of government by the 
Cubans. 

Proceeding, Senator Morgan said that 
Spain, alarmed by the recent vote in 
the Senate, had granted belligerent 
rights to Gen. Ruis Rivera. Following 
this, Minister Dupuy de Lome had 
stated that the conduct of Spain toward 
Gen. Rivera would ‘depend largely on 
the suppression of filibustering. Had it 
come to this, then, asked Mr. Morgan, 
that Rivera was to be held as a hostage 
for our well-doing? 

The Senator referred to the visit to 

Washington of Maj. Sandoval,’ one of 
Gen. Weyler’s military staff officers, for 
the purpose of aiding Pinkerton detec- 
tives in a crusade against the Cuban 
junta in New York. The presence of 
Maj. Sandoval might give occasion to 
our government to inquire what right 
this military officer had to violate the 
laws of hospitality by advising the 
United States how to enforce its laws. 
If Maj. Sandoval came for any such 
lurpose, the government should speed- 
ily dismiss him, asserted Mr. Morgan. 
In conclusion, Mr. Morgan said that 
Cuba had‘had no friend to help her, as 
France had helped us. But he was con- 
fident that Cuba would win her free- 
dom, for that glorious end was written 
in stars, 
‘ Consideration of the Bankruptcy Bill 
was then resumed. Senator Lindsay of 
Kentucky ‘spoke in favor of the bill, 
answering the criticisms of Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota. The Kentucky 
Senator denied that the committee bill 
was in the interest of creditor classes, 
and asserted that it. was designed for’ 
the relief of unfortunate debtors. 

At 4:40 o’clock the Senate went into 
executive session, and soon after ad- 
journed. 


TO DELAY LIQUIDATIONS. 


An Order Which Serrtor Vest Says 
Violates the Law, 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—A letter 
from Secretary Gage was received to- 
day by the Senate, responding to a res- 
olution of inquiry as to orders issued 
to customs officers to delay the liquida- 
tion of entries made of merchandise 
arriving after April 1 last. The Secre- 
tary explains that the order is in ac- 
cordance with the authority conferred 
on him by law. 

Following the reading of the letter, 
Senator Vest of Missouri presented a 
resolution declaring that the order “is 
without authority of law, and in viola- 
tion of the statutes and customs regu- 
lations governing the payment of im- 
port duties at the port of entry, where 
the same may be collected.”

Senator Chandler Would Seize the 
Carnegie and Bethlehem Plants.. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, April 13.—A special to 


| the ‘World from Washington. says: i 
“Senator Chandler of. New Hamp- 


shire, said last night that he would 
introduce two bills directing the gov- 
ernment authorities to take possession 
of the great armor factories of Car- 
negie, Phipps & Co. (Limited). at 
Homestead, Pa., and of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company at Bethlehem, Pa., and 
operate them with government forces 
until all the armor plate needed to 
equip the new battleships have been 
completed. 

“The bills will further provide that 
when the work is completed suit shall 
be begun in the usual way before the 
Court of Claims for compensation of 
the two companies for the use of their 
factories, and that on a report from 
the Court of Claims to Congress, an 
appropraition shal] be made to reim- 
burse them. These measures are the 
sequel to the recent failure of the 
Navy Department to secure bids from 
the Carnegie and the Bethelhem works 
for armor plate, within the rate speci- 
fied by Congress, $300 a ton,” — 

THE BILLS INTRODUCED. 

WASHINGTON, April 13,—Senator 
Chandler today introduced bills empow- 
ering the Secretary of the Navy to take 
argyle of the armor plants of the 

ethlehem and Carnegie companies, 
There are two bills, one applying to 
each institution, the provisions being 
the same in both. Senator Chandler 
says it is contemplated that only the 
Bethlehem works shall be taken, un- 
less in the case of necessity. 

The principal section of the bill au- 
thorizes and directs the Secretary of 
the Navy to forthwith take possession 
of such land, buildings and machinery 
as constitute the armor-making plant 
of the two companies. He is directed 
“to hold and use such land, buildings 
and machinery for a period of time suf- 
ficient to enable said Secretary to man- 
ufacture at the works embraced by said 
plant such portion as he may see fit 
there to manufacture of the armor plate 
necessary for the completion of bat- 
tleships Alabama, Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin, now in process of construction for 
the United States, and thereafter re- 
turn the possession of said land, build- 
ings and machinery to said Bethlehem 
Iron Company, to be held by said com- 
pany as its own property as if the tak- 
ing. thereof by authorization had not 
been made, and the aforesaid taking, 
holding and using of said land, build- 
ings and machinery by said Secretary 
for the purpose named shall be deemed 
a taking thereof for public use for the 
United States under an obligation to 
make just compensation therefor in ac- 
cordance with the fifth amendment to 
the Constitution.” 

The bills provide for the adjudication 
of any claims against the government 
by the Court of Claims, whose judg- 
ment in the case shall be final.

HE FEELS MUCH ENCOURAGED. 


DERIVES MUCH COMFORT FROM 
THE SPRING ELECTIONS. 


Declares the Republican Party is 
Now in the Minority and Has No 
Hope te Escape from the 
Wrath to Come,

WASHINGTON, April 13—The one 
hundred and fifty fourth anniversary 
of Jefferson’s birthday was celebrated 
tonight at the Metropolitan Hotel by 
a subscription dinner given under the 
auspices of the National Association 
of Democratic Clubs. The first cele- 
bration of the anniversary of Jeffer- 
son’s birth-oceurred at the same hos- 
telry, then known as the Indian Queen. 
Jackson was the guest of honor and 
the otcasion was made memorable by 
the presence of Vice-President, John C. 
Calhoun and other Democratic leaders 
of that day. Tonight William J. Bryan 
of Nebraska, the late Democratic can- 
didate for President, was the guest 
of honor. Senators, Representatives 
and others conspicuous in the councils 
of the Democratic party were present. 
Many of them were from a distance. 

Mr. Bryan was greeted with a lusty 
cheer as he entered the hall. The 
menu Was carefully prepared and was 
Similar to such a dinner as might 
have been served during Jefferson’s 
days. The dishes were all American 
creations and each course; as far as 


possible, represented one section of 
the country. The dinner began 
promptly at 8 o’clock, an orchestra 


playing national airs blended with 
Southern melodies to conform in sim- 
plicity to the spirit of the dinner. 
Toasts were composed and briefly res- 
ponded to, except in the case of Mr. 
Bryan, who spoke at length to the 
toast of “Thomas Jefferson.” The or- 
der of the set toasts was as follows: 

“Thomas Jefferson: We celebrate the 
anniversary of his birth, not in the 
spirit of personal idolatory, but from 
regard and reverence of his political 
principles.”’-—-[William J. Bryan of Ne- 
braska. 

“The diffusion of information and ar- 
raignment of all abuses at the bar of 
public reason” (from Jefferson’s inaug- 
ural address,)—[James K. Jones of Ar- 
kansas. 

“Equal and exact justice to all men 
of whatever state of persuasion, reli- 
gion or political.’’—-[Richard P. Bland 
of Missouri. 

“The Declaration. of Independence— 
an enduring monument of that devotion 
to liberty and abhorrence of tyranny 
which stamp the character’ and mark 
the whole course of the life of its au- 
oseph C. Sibley of Pennsylva- 
nia. 7 


“Peacé, commerce and honest friend- 
ship with all nations, entangling al-. 
liances with none” (from the same ad- 
dress.)—-[John J. Lentz of Ohio.. 

“An aristocraty of wealth is of more 
harm and danger than benefit to so- 
ciety” (Jefferson.)—[Andrew J. Lis- 
comb of Virginia. ; 

“A jealous care of the rights of elec- 
tions by the people, a milder, safe cor- 
rective of those abuses which are lopped 
by the sword of revolution in countries 
where peacable remedies are unpro- 
vided” (from Jefferson's inaugural ad- 
dress.)—[William Sul of New York. 
' Mr. Bryan, in responding to his toast, 
said in part: 

“The Democratic party is strong just 
in proportion as it proves true to the 
teachings of its great founder. It is the 
mission of the Democratic party to 
crystallize into organization the princi- 
ples which he taught. 

“The party applies Democratic prin- 
ciples to the questions which.arise from 
time to time. For many years the tar- 
iff question was the paramount issue, 
and the party took a more advanced po- 
sition each year until 1892, when it de- 
clared itself in favor of a policy which 
meant. substantially a tariff for reve- 
nue only. But the President elected at 
that time, instead of proceeding’ to 
carry out that portion of the platform, 
‘forced: upon public’ attention’ an isgue 
which up to that time had been con- 
sidered secondary. Mr. Cleveland, more 
than any other person in this nation, is 
responsible for. the position 
which the money question now ‘occu 
s.. It was his determination to com- 
plete the: demonetization of silver and 
make the gold standard perpetual that 


to active resistance. The struggle for 
supremacy between the gold standard 
and bimetallism was recognized as a 
contest between the money power and 
the common people. : 

“The explicit declaration in favor of 
free and unlimited coinage at 16 to 1, 
without waiting for the aid or consent 
of any other nation was made neces- 
sary by the attempt of certain public 
men to evade the preceding platforms. 
The party struggle which culminated 
in the Chicago convention of necessity 
alienated a portion of the party. The 
party was placed jin the position where 
it was compelled to indorse the finan- 
cial policy of the President or adhere 
to the doctrines and traditions of the 
party. 

“The position taken by the Demo- 
cratic party in 1896 will not be sur- 
rendered. If you doubt the perman- 
ency of the Chicago platform as a 
party you should go among the rank 
and file of the party and measure the 
zeal and enthusiasm which that plat- 
form has aroused, and you will realize 
wee improbability of taking a backward 
step. 

“True, the present administration is 
seeking to turn public attention to the 
tariff question, but if our reasoning is 
well founded, an inerease of taxes can- 
not restore prosperity to the producers 
of wealth. If the Dingley Bill brings 
general and permanent prosperity, the 
Democratic party will not be in a posi- 
tion to win a contest by opposing it. If, 
on the other hand, the Dingley Bill 
proves a disappointment to those who 
advocate it, our position of 1896 will be 
strengthened, and public attention be 
riveted upon the fact that the cause of 
financial depression 1s to be found in 
our monetary system. 

“There is much itn recent events to 
encourage the followers of Thomas 
Jefferson. The/spring ‘elections indi- 
cate a growing sentiment along the 
lines of the Chicago platform, In 
fact elections which have taken place 
show so great a gain that the Repub- 
lican party may now be considered a 
minority party. It has but one hope 
of escap® from the wrath to come, 
and that is to secure bimetallism by 
international agreement before the 
people of the nation have another op- 
portunity to speak at the polls. While 
who believe in independent bi- 
metallism generally regard an interna- 
tional agreement as neither necessary 
nor possible, we may well hope for suc- 
cess to any who may make the at- 
tempt to secure foreign assistance. If 
our opponents succeed in opening the 
mints of other nations as well as their 

own mints, we shall rejoice, because 
i the conditions of the people will be 


aroused the masses of the United States | 


improved and they will be able to pro- 
ceed with other remedial legislation. 
If, however, the Republican party, 
after pledging itself to secure interna- 
tional bimetallism, finds it impossible 
to fulfill that pledge, its expressed 
preference for a double standard will 
rise up to condemn it, if it attempts 
to continue longer the evils pf the gold 
standard.” 

Senator Jones, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee, in respond- 
ing to his toast, referred to the insults 
given Mr. Bryan at Yale College and 
the refusal of the students there to 
hear him during the last campaign. He 
proud seat of our learning, where men 
in the old days would have died to 
maintain the right of free speech.” 

The result of-the reeent municipal 
elections, he said, showed that the 
cities which in the last campaign were 
the strongholds of the Republicans, had 
regained their sense, and had rallied to 
the standard of him. who founded the 
Democratic party, and whose motto 
was: “Equal and exact justice to all.” 

After the toasts had been responded 
to there were many impromptu 
speeches, and it was hours after mid- 
night before the dinner broke up.

PITTSBURGH, PA, * 


He is a Member of a Banking Firm 
and is Charged with Procuring 
Policies with Intent to Defraud. 
Falls in a Faint,

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) April 13—A colossal at- 
tempt at insurance swindling was unearthed 
today when C. Linwood Woods of C. L. Woods 
& Co., brokers, was arrested in his office 
in the Park building. The arrest was upon 
information furnished by an agent of the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association, charg- 
ing Woods with procuring policies with intent 
to defraud. When Woods was confronted by 
the arresting officer he fell in a dead faint. 

On recovery he made a written conféssion 
in which he gives the details of his scheme, 
He says that with a former agent of the Re- 
serve he fell into a conspiracy to defraud. 
His mode of procedure was to insert adver- 
tisements in the local papers for old men to 
act as collectors. He would ask the appli- 
cants for bond, but kindly waive the bond if 
the applicant would sign an application for 
insurance on his life. This was generally 
secured, It is not known as yet how the ap- 
plicants passed the medical examination. 

In Wood's desk were found sixty-five pol- 
icles, aggregating $200,000.

THE BIMETALLISTS. 


PRESIDENT McKINLEY’S APPOINT. 
MENTS ARE WELL LIKED. 


Senators Pleased with the Selection 
_ Of ex-Vice-President Stevenson, 
He Was the Chief Executive’s 
Personal Choice—A Talk with 
Wolcott. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 
_ WASHINGTON, April 13—The nam- 
ing of three commissioners by Presi- 
dent McKinley under the act of the 
last Congress, to promote  bimetal- 
lism, Was the subject of considerable 
discussion about: the Capitol today. 
Almost without exception the appoint- 
ments were commended, Senators, 
regardless of party, were pleased with 
the selection of ex-Vice-President 
Stevenson. It appears that this se- 
lection was the President’s own, no 
one appearing to urge his appointment. 
The President desired a Democrat who 
Stood high in his party, and who was 
an earnest silver man. He sent for 
Mr. Stevenson, and after talking the 
Subject over with him,. decided to 
make him a member of the commission. 

President McKinley desired that 
the subject of international bimetal- 
lism should be lifted above party poli- 
tics, and that the men selected should 
be those who would work in harmony 
toward bringing about an agreement. 
It was also believed by the President 
that the name of Mr. Stevenson would 
give the commission great weight 
abroad. 

Among the earnest advocates of the 
selection of Mr. Payne were Senators 
Hoar, Allison and Chandler; all of 
whom talked with the President on 
the subject, and recommended him as 
a man who would aid materially the 
cause of bimetallism. 

It has been generally conceded for 
Some time past that Senator Wolcott 
would be one of the commissioners, 
as his hard work since the election 
has been in the direction of bringing 
about an international agreement. 
Senator Wolcott is very hopeful of 
success. He looks forward to hard 
work, but says from what he learne 
while abroad last year, he is mos 
sanguine of the results. Senator Wol- 
cott believes that in the selection of 
the commission, especially in naming 
Mr. Stevenson, a silver man, and who 
supported Mr. Bryan, President Mc- 
Kinley has convinced everybody that 
he is an earnest bimetallist. Bimetal-

Opposition to the scheme for inter- 
national bimetallism has developed 
from an unexpected sourse. Moreton 
Frewen of England, who has given a 


and who has visited this country sev- 
eral times in the interest of silver, is 
now opposing an international agree- 
ment, and declares the money ques- 
tion is one which each nation must 
settle for itself. Mr. Frewen will op- 
pose any agreement, and use his in- 
fluence against the new combination 
when it goes abroad. 7 

Senator Wolcott said today that the 
silver-standard countries would oppose 
any further depreciation of silver and 
efforts were now being made to prevent 
any further fall of silver in India; also 
that the demand for gold by Japan in 
establishing a gold standard would 
cause a drain of gold from Europe 
which would be resisted by gold coun-. 
tries. In the United States Senator 
Wolcott anticipates little opposition to 
bimetallism. What opposition, Mr. Wol- 
cott says, there is, comes from German 
bankers of New York who are already 
fighting bimetallism and whose oppo- 
sition the commission will meet when 
it goes to Europe. . 

Senator Wolcott further said that 
there appears to be a mistaken impres- 
sion that the commission is appointed 
with the purpose in view of having it 
represent the United States at a con- 
ference only. While the commission 
might be utilized in that way if a con- 
ference should be held, its first work is 
to be of a purely diplomatic character, 
looking entirely to securing European 
coéperation. The commission expects 
to leave this country about the middle 
of May, and upon their arrival in Eu- 
rope will set themselves to that task. 
Whether there shall be a conference at 
all will depend upon how the advances 
of the commissioners are received by 
the principal powers. 

The appointments inspired little com- 
ment among the members of the House 
who were at the Capitol today. Chair- 
man Dingley of the Ways and Means 
Committee said that the appointees 
were all good men. This verdict was 
indorsed by all of the Representatives, 
but the Republican members were 
averse to making any predictions as to 
the probability of success with the Eu- 
ropean powers. It was suggested that 
the European antagonism to a protec- 
tivé-tariff policy on the part of the 
United States made the present time 
an unfavorable .one for the United 
States to take the initiative in a move- 
ment to secure bimetallism by interna- 
tional agreement. ‘ 

STEVENSON’S VIEWS. 
BLOOMINGTON (IIlL,) April 13.—Ex- 
Vice-President Stevenson said today, 
when questioned about his appointment 
on the commission for the promotion of 
an international agreement: 

“TI appreciate the compliment paid to 
me by the President and will cheerfully 
render what assistance I can to accom- 
plish the object of the commission. I 
am a bimetallist. I regard the restora- 
tion of silver to its proper money func- 
tion as the supreme question in our 
own country and throughout the world. 
The importance of the question cannot 
be overstated. In this country the in- 
crease in the volume of business is be- 
yond computation. In the light of 
these facts, the rehabilitation of silver 
is a prime necessity. Should its -de- 
monetization become the settled pol- 
icy, the evil days upon which we have 
fallen but dimly foreshadow conse- 
quences yet to come. } 

“Whatever our views may be as to 
the ability of our government to main- 
tain the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver without the codperation of the 
leading countries of Europe, it may be 
safely assumed that every friend of 
silver in our country will welcome in- 
ternational bimetallism. As to the prob- 
ability of success of this commission, it 
is known that the trend of public sen- 
timent in European\countries as well as 
our own, is undoubtedly favorable ‘to 
bimetallism. Many of the publicists of 
England and Germany are in earnest 
accord with our government upon this 
question. Should public sentiment* in 
those countries justify, an international 
conference would undoubtedly be called 
and action taken that would be deemed 
proper.”’ 

A PESSIMISTIC VIEW. 

LONDON, April 13.—Commenting to- 
day on the appointment. of American 
commissioners to an international bi- 
metallic conference, the Times says: 

‘We believe that all the indications 
in Europe and the far east point to the 
failure of such an undertaking. It is 
improbable that all the enthusiasm of 
Senator Wolcott, combined with the 
business abilities of Mr. Payne and the 
Democratic silver sympathies of ex- 
Vice-President Stevenson will bring 
about the conference desired by Presi- 
dent McKinley. It is still more improb- 
able that the committee will effect any- 
thing without a conference, 

“Separate agreements with 
United States are out of the question 
when the nations of Europe do not wish 
to agree among themselves in favor of 
bimetallism. The commission will have 
a good time and will be received every- 
where with courtesy. President Mc-

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) April 13.—The 
commonwealth’s attorney, John R. 
Smith, has been called to assist in 
the preparation of indictments for the 
grand jury. The grand jury is in 
session this morning, and the indict- 
ments, if they come at all, are expected 
this afternoon. 

Today’s sessions for Senatorial bal- 
loting were spiritless at the begin- 
ning, the result being the same as yes- 
terday, except the number votes 
received ‘by Hunter, which was 57. 
Finally,*the gold Democrats moved to 
adjourn. The motion prevailed. The 
gold Democrats say Blackburn has 
refused to do anything for Martin, and 
tomorrow they will make a quorum 
and give Hunter one more chance. 
The Circuit Court adjourned today be- 
fore the report of the grand jury was 
made. 

LATER:—The gold Democrats, at a 
caucus held tonight, decided to break 
no more quorums in the balloting for 
United States Senator. They admit 
that Hunter is liable to be elected now, 
but they say that the Blackburn men 
who refuse to support Martin will be 
responsible for the result. If Hunter 
is tot elected after a few trials they 
will demand that he retire. They are 
determined that if they cannot elect a 
gold Democrat they will help elect a 
gold Republican. * The grand jury is 
not ready to report. 

The State Executive’ Committee of 
the silver Democracy today called a 
State convention to be held in this city 
on June 22 for the nomination of 
a Clerk of the Court of Appeals. The 
committee riterates its approval of the 
national platform adopted at Chicago, 
but is more liberal in the provisions of 
the call with reference as to who shall 
participate in county and State con- 
ventions. 


A CUBAN’S EXPERIENCE. 


Five Days of Terrible Suffering as 

a Shipwrecked Passenger.’ 

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
|. NEW YORK, April 13.—Another of 
the survivors of the ill-fated French 
line steamer Ville de St. Nazairre, 
which foundered off Cape Hatteras on 
March 7, arrived here from Havre, after 
he had traveled 7000 miles out of his 
way to reach this port. He is Col. Nico- 
las Armando Sauvenel of the Cuban 
army, who. sailed for Cuba in February 
last bearing letters to the Cuban junta 
in this city. 

When he had completed his mission 
here he took passage on the St. Na- 
zairre for Porto Rico, intending to 
reach Cuba from there as best he 
could. The day after she sailed on 
March 6, the steamer was wrecked and 
Col. Sauvenel put off from her in a boat 
containing fifteen of the crew. After 
five days of terrible suffering, to which 
his companions succumbed, he, with the 
survivors, was picked up by the steamer 
Yanaraiva, two days out from Newport 
News bound for Glasgow. 

At Glasgow he was landed, and pro- 
ceeded immediately to Havre to take 
ship for New York. He had entirely 
recovered from the shock of exposure, 
and is now at the Hotel Martin.

ARRESTED HER BABY 


STRANGE CASE OF MRS. AUSTIN 
AND HER LITTLE BOY... 


She Fled with Him from Minnesota 
to California to Retain Custody 
of the Child, 


HER EX-HUSBAND WANTS HIM. 


THE LAD ARRESTED IN PASADENA 
BY A DEPUTY SHERIFF, 


Mother and Son Brought to Los An- 
geles Where a Fight for His 
Possession Will be Made in 
the Courts, 


Mrs. William Austin and her six-year- 
old boy, Paul Raymond Mohler, are in 
room 33 at the St. Elmo Hotel, the child 
being in the custody of the Sheriff. The 
little fellow was placed under arrest in 
Pasadena last night, on a telegram from 
Minneapolis, Minn., which charged Mrs. 
Austin with illegally holding her own 
child. 

Mrs. Austin is a slight, good-looking 
brunette, of medium height, and is 
about 25 years of age. The story of her 
life, and more especially of the trouble 
she has experienced over the custody 
of her only child, she tells as follows: 

Mrs. Austin is the daughter of Rev. 
B. E. Sherwin, a Methodist minister 
who lives in Dissell, a town in Minne- 
sota, about sixty-five miles from Min- 
neapolis. Nearly eight years ago, when 
she was a schoolgirl! of 17, she married 


Edwin R. Mohler, an engineer. Mohler 


is now a policeman in Minneapolis. Her 
life with him was never a happy one, 
and three years ago she procured a di- 
vorce from him, one of his cousins fur- 
nishing the evidence for her on which 


she obtained the decree. She was given 


the custody of her only child, the boy 
who is with her at the present time. 
One year after Mrs. Austin obtained 
the divorce from Mohler,she tried to se- 
cure the custody of the child. In this 
attempt he was unsuccessful and the 
court ruled that she should still keep 
her boy. Mohler was not satisfied with 
that arrangement, however, and made 
another attempt to gain the custody 
of his son. One year ago last December 
he brought the matter up in court for 
the third time, this time before Supe- 
rior Judge Belden of Minneapolis, who 
decided the case in February of last 


ear. 
oo this decision, rendered February 
15, 1896, the mother and father were to 
have the possession of the child for six 
months each alternatively. Mohler’s 
six months was to come first. At that 
time, however, the child was taken with 
a severe illness, and was not expected 
to live. It was where it had been since 
it was 2 years old, in its mother’s care. 
Mohler accordingly allowed the mother 
to keep it for the first six months, and 
she nursed it back to life. Of 
course the next six months was 
her time to keep the boy, and Mohler 
made no effort to take it from her. 

February 15 of this year was the time 
when his six months was to begin, and 
the thought ‘of giving her boy up, even 
for a short time, almost crazed the 
mother. Her name was then Mrs. Aus- 
tin, as she married William Austin, a 
Minneapolis book-keeper last August. 
Mohler had also married again since his 
divorce from the present Mrs. Austin, 
and had a child by the woman who is 
now his wife. Mrs. Austin says Moh- 
ler has four living wives, three of whom 
have secured a divorce from him. 

On February 2, thirteen days before 
the time when she was to give 
her boy to its father, Mrs. Austin 
left Minneapolis and came to Pasadena. 
She left Minnesota to.keep her child, 
as she had been advised by able legal 
talent in Minneapolis that Judge Bel- 
den’s decision in her case would not 
stand outside of the State in which it 
was rendered. When she came to Pasa- 
dena she staid at the house of a Mrs. 
Bemis, at No. 353 Winona avenue. To

Mrs. Austin says that she had 
engaged a room a block from the house 
in which the boy was found, and‘ had 
she known of the approach of the offi- 
cers she would have taken her child to 
that room, where no one could have 
been able to discover him. Mrs. Austin 
Says that when the boy was taken, the 
officers proposed to take him, and said 
they did not want her. As she told 
them that she would never be separated 
from her boy, they allowed her ito ac- 
company them. 

She says she wanted to go and pro- 


and wraps for herself, but they would 
not wait for her to do so. As it was, 
she borrowed what wravs she could 
from her new-found Pasadena friends, 
aoe accompanied the officers to Los An- 
geles., 

Through the kindness of Sheriff John 
Burr, Mrs. Austin was allowed to keep 
little Paul with her at the St. Elmo Ho- 
tel. She said last night: ‘‘One of the 
officers who arrested my baby told me 
that Frank F. Davis was going to be 
appointed its guardian. I don’t know 
who Frank F. Davis is, but I do know 
that no man can have the guardian- 
ship of my baby while I am alive. My 
friends in Pasadena will retain either 
Mr. Arthur or Mr. Wright as my at- 
torney, and a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus will be presented the 
first thing in the morning. My hus- 
band, William Austin, is in Minne- 
apolis, on account of the serious :ll- 
ness of his brother, who, my husband 
said, in his last letter to me, is rot ex- 
pected to life. He will come out to 
the Coast as ¢90n as he is able to leave 
his brother.” 

Frank F. Davis, Esq., of this city, 
formerly of Minneapolis, is rercrted to 
have been conducting the Los Angeles 
end of the case ever since Mohler has 
been searching for the child.

It is certain 
that the matter will he brought be- 
fore the court today and the temporary 
custody of the child at once settled. 


SCOTT WILL RESIGN. 


So MANY COLLEAGUES FOR THE 
HORTICULTURAL COMMISSION. 


Resolutions Passed Indorsing the 
One-cent Tariff and the Appoint- 


ment of Zucca—Bill for Quaran- 
tining Imports to Be Considered, 


The Horticultural Commissioners of 
Southern California met yesterday in 
the assembly-room of the Chamber of 
Commerce to discuss several measures 
of importance to the fruit industry: of 
Southern California. Hiram Hamilton 
presided, and John Scott acted as sec- 
retarv. 

The principal subject brought up for 
consideration was the proposed bill 
drafted at the national convention, pro- 
viding for the quarantine and close in- 
spection of all imported nursery stock 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
it is affected by any: dangerously in- 
jurious insect or disease, the importa- 
tion of which would prove prejudicial 
to the horticultural interests of the 
United States. Senator Stephen M. 
‘White has taken charge’of this bill, 
which he will present to Congress, us- 
ing every effort to further its passage. 
As the provisions of the bill were not 
fully understood by some of the com- 
missioners, it was decided that each 
member be given a copy of the pro- 
ceedings of the national convention, 
and that official action in the matter 
should be deferred until the next meet- 
ing, two weeks from this date. 

With regard to the tariff on citrus 
fruits, a committee including F. . 
Havens, George W. Vankirk and L. 
Z. Huntington, drew up the following 
resolutions, which were adopted: 

‘“‘Whereas, the Tariff Bill as passed 
by the House of Representatives, pro- 
vides for a tariff of % of a cent a 
pound on citrus fruits; and, whereas, 
the same was agreed upon by, the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House, without full information, so 
far as the needs of the California citrus 
fruit-growers are concerned; —- and, 
whereas, it is the general opinion that 
a rate of one cent per pound.on all 
imported citrus fruits, while not being 
fully adequate to place the California 
producer on an equal footing with sr 
n 
that direction; therefore, it is hereby 

‘“Resolved,* by the Association of 
Southern California Horticultural Com- 


resentatives of California in the Sen- 
ate and Congress of the United States, 
urging them to use their best efforts to 
have the tariff on citrus fruits raised 
to one cent per pound.” 

Another resolution was adopted, in- 
dorsing John Zucca, as follows: 

“To the California Citrus Growers’ 
Tariff Committee: 

‘‘Whereas, it has come to our knowl- 
edge that John Zucca of Chicago, has 
offered his services in behalf of the 
California Citrus Fruit-growers to off- 
set the work of the foreign importers 


‘before the Senate Finance Committee, 


and being aware that Mr. Zucca is 
a staunch and active friend of Califor- 


nia in this matter; therefore, it is 
hereby 
“Resolved, by the Association of 


Southern California Horticultural Com- 
missioners, that we respectfully §re- 
quest your committee, if you believe 
it to be compatible with our interests, 
to accept the kind offer of services 
on the part of Mr. Zucca, and convey 
to him our hearty thanks for his very 
timely help.” 

Although no Official announcement 
was made of the fact at this meeting, 
Commissioner Scott of Lo Angeles 
county informally stated his intention 
of resigning his position as soon as 
the vacancy could be filled. Mr. 
Scott’s reason for this step is that the 
new law providing three commission- 
ers for each county promises to hamper 
the proceedings of those commissioners 
who have their work at their finger- 
tips, by giving them more colleagues 
than they can conveniently use. 


His Idea of Civil Service. 


ALBANY (N. Y.,) April 13.—Gov. 
Black has sent to Senator Lexow in 
the Senate, and’ to Assemblyman 
Scherer in the Assembly, a bill em- 
bodying his ideas of civil service.

SCATTERED THE BONDS. 


SPALDING SOLD SOME OF THE SE. 
CURITIES OUTRIGHT. 


His Private Secretary Draws Fands 
from the Bank to Deposit to His 
Credit Elsewhere—Offer to Make 
Good the Loss. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

CHICAGO, April 13.—The disappear- 
ance. of $400,000 of endowment bonds 
of the University of Illinois caused a 
general scanning of securities held by 
the different banking institutions in 
this city, and it has been discovered 
that the First National Bank has in 
the vaults nearly $200,000 of bonds. 
Some of these bonds were sold outright 
to the bank, others were held as col- 
lateral for loans made to Spalding. 

Another national bank fs said to hold 
some of the bonds. 

On Saturday, April 3, the last busi- 
ness day before the failure of the 
Globe Savings Bank, Herbert Skinner, 
Spalding’s private secretary,-drew $15,- 
000 from the Globe Savings Bank and 
deposited it in the Northwestern Bank 
to Spalding’s private account. 

SPALDING’S OFFER. 

CHICAGO, April 13.—Treasurer 
Spalding of the board of trustees of 
the University of Illinois, who was ex- 
pected to come before the meeting of 
the board today and explain the dis- 
appearance of the University funds en- 
trusted to his keeping, failed to put 
in an appearance. At the meeting, 
which was held behind closed doors, E. 
G. Keith was elected to fill Spalding’s 
place as treasurer. A list was re- 
ceived from Spalding, giving the kind 
and denomination of the _ securities 
which he offers to cover his liability 
for the endowment bonds. 

OTHER CHARGES. 

CHICAGO, April 13.—Additional 
charges are made in regard to the al- 
leged mismanagement of the affairs of 
the Globe Savings Bank in an amended 
bill filed today by Charles E. Churchill, 
cashier of the defunct bank. The bill is 
part of the receivership proceedings, 
and brings into the case a number of 
persons not heretofore involved. 

President Spalding’s connection with 
the bank is dealt with extensively in 
the amended bill. It is averred that 
Spalding induced H. C. Haley to make 
three promissory notes, aggregating 
upward of $15,000, payable to the order 
of Spalding or the bank, upon the as- 
surance of Spalding that he would de- 
posit $40,000 in merchantable bonds as 
security. Spalding, it is charged, used 
the money for his own benefit, and set 
apart $40,000 in bonds. 

Another section of the amended bill 
says that Spalding, Edward Hayes, 
Charles J. Ford and John W. Lane- 
hart, deceased, the latter, either for 
himself, or ex-Gov. John P. Altgeld, 
purchased a tract of land of eighty 
acres in Cook county, and Spalding, it 
is alleged, paid for his share of the 
property out of funds of the Globe 


Savings Bank, and it is also charged. 


that Ford, Lanehart or Altgeld knew 
this. Of the sum of $103,000, which the 
State Auditor ordered charged to the 
profit and loss account of the Globe 
Savings Bank, it is reported that $17,- 
000 was an indebtedness of John P.

THE OREGON INJURED. 


She is Reported to Have Bent Her 
Ribs and Bottom. 

. [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Word reached 
the Navy Department today from Comman- 
der Whiting, in charge of the Puget Sound 
Naval Station, Washington, that the battle- 
ship Oregon has grounded while approach- 
ing the dock into which she was to go to 
have her bottom scraped and painted. The 
dispatch added that the vessel had bent her 
frames (or ribs) and bottom plating in the 
vicinity of the forward turret, but it did not 
in any other way indicate whether the dam- 
age sustained had been’ serious. 

This will be determined by a thorough in- 
vestigation, which Secretary Long has or- 
dered to be made by Naval Constructor 
Capps, who was the government inspector 
at the @nion Iron Works and who had been 
sent to Puget Sound with a gang of men 
from the Mare [ISland Navy-yard to scrape 
and paint the vessel. His orders are to re- 
port the amount of damage done and the 


jcestimated cost of repairs. 7 


Thé impression at the Navy Department 
is that the accident occurred some time 
yesterday afternoon, and enat later in the 
day the officers of the vessel probably suc- 
‘ceeded in getting the vessel off the ground 
and inside the dock. The Oregon had been 
in the water for over a year, and had been 
waiting for the spring tides to take to the 
dock. She was in commend of Capt. Bar- 
ker, who had just been relieved from duty 
at the Mare Island yard and was on his 
first voyage on the Oregon. The Puget dock 
is the only one on the Pacific Coast large 
enough to accommodate a ship the size of 
he Oregon. 

: The cainion of Commodore Hickborn of 
the Construction Bureau from the informa- 
tion at hand is that the damage to the ship 
is not serious, and even should some of her 
frames be bent, that necessarily will not re- 
quire that they be repaired at the. dock. 
Should this be necessary, however,. it would 
require considerable time, as_ mechanics 
would have to go there from the Mare Island 
navy yard.

AMERICAN BUTTER. 


An Attempt Will Be Made to Se« 
cure a Foreign Market. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] . 


CHICAGO, April 13.—The butter trade 
is greatly pleased with the determina- 
tion of Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
to interest himself in the exportation 
of the product of American creameries, 
as told in Washington dispatches yes- 
terday. 

“Something has got to be done:to in- 
crease our ‘trade abroad,’ a promi- 
nent merchant of this city, ‘for we are 
beginning to produce more than we can 
use at home. As I understand it, the 
Secretray merely intends to ship sam- 
ples of American butter to England for 
the purpose of experimenting. Mr. 
Conrad of the Agricultural Department 
has for some time past been experi- 
menting with devices for Pasteurizing 
butter. cream and milk, and it has 
been his desire to have some of the 
creameries given into his charge for 
some time, so that he could experiment 
fully. His idea'is to take samples 
abroad and prove that We can put up 
butter of superior quality that will 
keep. 

“It is found that by Pasteurizing 
milk it will keep four or five days 
longer than milk in which the germs 
have not been killed. Butter made from 
Pasteurized cream will likewise keep 
its flavor longer. It is likely that Mr. 
Wilson’s efforts, in conjunction with 
Mr. Conrad’s experiments, will solve 
the problem of a foreign butter trade.” 


RANDSBURG. 


A Saloon Hold-up and a Prize Fight 
Enlivened Sunday. 


RANDSBURG, April 11.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] After months of quiet, Rands- 
burg has a genuine sensation at last. A 
sure-enough hold-up took place this (Sun- 
day) morning in the San ‘Joaquin liquor 
store. A masked burglar held up the man- 
ager, Mr.. Hevron, made him deliver over 
$300 in cold cash, and got away with the 
booty. 

About 3 a.m., Hevror:was closing the place, 
the customers all having gone out except 
one man named Harris, connected with the 
theater, who was standing near the door. 
Hevron had taken the cash-box over to the 
safe, near the door, to put in the money 
taken in Saturday and Saturday night. 
There was about $300 in the drawer, and as 
he was about to close the safe doors, he be- 
thought himself that he had not left any 
money out, as was the custom, for J. Car- 
roll, who is the day man, ¢o make change 
with in the morning; so he walked back 
with the box to the other end of the bar, 
about twenty feet from the safe, and, just 
as he set down the 
money, a masked man, wearing a _ long, 
brown duster, reaching nearly to his feet, 
with his head enveloped in the same mate- 
rial and eye-holes painted with white circles 
around them, walked in and ordered him to 
throw up his hands. 

Hevron did as commanded. His own gun 
was lying in plain sight inside the safe, but 
out of reach. e robber, keeping Hevron 
under cover, edged along sideways to the 
safe and quietly put Hevron’s pistol in his 
pocket. He then approached him and said: 
“I want your money.”’ 

Hevron said: “Here. it is: take it.’’ 

The robber put the money in his pocket 
with one hand, but never took his eye off 
Hevron and never left him uncovered for a 
moment. He then backed toward the door, 
casually looked at the open safe as he passed 
it, but made no attempt to investigate its 
contents. He threatened to shoot if Hevron 
or Harris came after him, passed out and 
drew the door shut. He walked a few steps 
toward the Rand, but turned back and left 
the avenue, going north on the east side of 
the long building, and that is the last seen 
of him. He was so completely disguised that 
it was impossible to tell whether he was a 
young man or an old man, or what kind of 
clothes he had on except the duster and 
mask. Mr. Hevron thinks he was about 
five feet eight and rather spare built, but 
that is all there is to go by, and unless 
the robber gives himself away by reckless 
expenditure of money or some other way, 
the chances are very much against his de- 
tection. He is in all probability one of the 
most interested parties in the general dis- 
cussion of the matter here today, as it is 
not at all likely that he has left town.

Jam-up Way to Avert a Jam. 


LOS ANGELES, April 13, 1897.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] Permit me 
to offer a suggestion for regulating the 
movements of those participating in the 
closing scenes of the approaching fes- 
tival, La Fiesta. 

I have observed on previous occa- 
sions that there is a tendency to exces- 
sive crowding at sundry portions of the 
principal streets, caused in great meas- 
ure by the opposite movement of the 
masses and their meeting at the cor- 
ners, while not a few reckless and 
some evil-intentioned individuals have 
designedly sought to hinder progress 
and to make the crowd a “jam” for 
reasons which have been but too con- 
spicuous. In my opinion all this might 
be avoided by a regulation to be en- 
forced by the police, requiring all on 
the sidewalks of Spring and Main 
streets between, say, Fourthand Tem- 
ple streets, to move in one direction; 
those on the east moving south; those 
on the west going north. A similar rule 
might be useful for those moving on 
First and Second streets between 
Broadway and Main. If masqueraders 
and vehicles are allowed to occupy the 
streets they should be kept in motion 
between the sidewalks and car tracks, 
moving in opposite directions to the oc- 
cupants of the sidewalks. Vehicles

‘ There is much more reason for a 
duty of 1 cent ‘per pound on oranges 
and lemons than for a duty of 1 cent 
per pound on grapes and peaches. 
The grower of peaches is to a con- 
siderable extent protected by the per- 
ishable nature of his product. The 
game, to a less degree, is true of 
grapes. But citrus fruits can be kept 
for a long time after being picked 
from the trees, and can be shipped 
long distances without danger of seri- 
ous deterioration. For this reason, 
foreign oranges and lemons can be 
shipped into the United States, to the 
great detriment of the domestic in- 
dustry. 

Those eastern Senators and Repre- 
gentatives who are joining hands with 
the New York importers against the 
products of California are exhibiting 
@ very narrow and petty spirit. Pro- 


tection is not a “local issue,” the late

“THE TALL SYCAMORE.” 
The late Senator Daniel W. Voorhees 
of Indiana was a man of no ordinary 
caliber. He made his presence on the 


floor of the Senate quite as well known 


to his antagonists as to his own party. 
Having rounded out the patriarchal 
limit of three-quarters of a century 
with no fault to be ascribed to him 
that was not the fault of his party as 
well, and with many excellent traits 
of head and heart that were péculiarly 
his own, he was one of the kind of 
men that are sure to be missed when 
a national emergency arises. 

Mr. Voorhees did not rank with the 
first row of American statesmen—Clay, 
Webster, Calhoun and Hamilton—but 
he did rank with the second class, of 
which Conkling, Blaine, Fessenden, 
Trumbull, Tilden and Morton (of In- 
diana) were the most readily recog- 
nized é¢xponents. He was perhaps the 
inferior of Tilden and Trumbull as a 
lawyer, and fell below Conkling and 
Blaine as an off-hand debater. As an 
authority on finance he hardly ranked 
with Fessenden or Chase, but he was 
an able man in any one of tliese 
three capacities; and in more than 
thirty years of Congressional life, 
there were none of his contemporaries 
who displayed a greater degree of in- 
dustry or solicitude for the immediate 
wants of his constituency. 


The two prime errors of this great 
man’s life (for he displayed the car- 
dinal elements of greatness on more 
than one occasion) were, first, his es- 
pousal of the unpatriotic doctrine of 
Copperheadism during the war, and, 
second, the fact that he was the orig- 
inator of that erratic financial dogma, 
the free and unlimited coinage of 
‘silver, He did not seem to realize 
/ that it was a game at which three 
| could play—Mexico and Australia as 
well as the United States; and that Aus- 
tralia, in proportion to her population, 
was the largest silver producer of the 
three. Had he taken the trouble to 
read and digest the report of the com- 
mission, of which Hop Frank McCop- 


World’s Fair at Melbourne in 1888 he 
would have found out that the two 
towns of Broken Hill and Charters 
Towers produce as much silver as the 
whole State of Nevada, which, though 
greatly run down from what it used 
to be, is still the largest silver pro- 
ducer of all the United States. It was 
therefore but fair to infer that as 
Australia’s population increased, her 
output of silver must increase in like 
ratio until the same perils which have 
beset American commerce through 
that channel must likewise confront 
business men at the antipodes. Add 
to that the menace of increased pro- 
duction in Mexico, superinduced by in- 
creased railway construction and the 
introduction of cheaper and more effi- 
cient mining machinery, and the world 
was liable to be swamped with silver. 

This: otherwise enlightened man re. 
garded the great financial proposition 
from the wrong standpoint. He con- 
templated silver as wealth, whereas it 
was merely its temporary representa- 
tive, having no value beyond that of 
an auxiliary medium of exchange, 
whose auxiliary power must be lim- 
ited, from time to time, by the inex- 
orable and fundamental law of supply 
and demand. Silver he regarded as 
a staple product of the country, over- 
looking the fact that it could neither 
be boiled, fried or made into a stew. 
It was therefore not so valuable, as an 
export product, as wheat, corn, pork, 
beef or barley.. It could not be ren- 
dered up into lard or boiled down 
into beer; and all this in the face of 
Adam Smith’s still uncontradicted as- 
sertion that “the wealth of a nation 
consists of its ability to produce food.” 
It logically followed that silver had 
no value save as a medium of exchange 
and that value was impaired whenever 
its ratio of coinage to gold became 
destroyed. 

For all that, Mr. Voorhees was a 
forceful presence in the Senate. 
Whatever may have been his other 
failings, no one ever accused him of 
hypocrisy. And therefore Tur Toes 
criticises his doings in the flesh as 
he criticised other men, knowing full 
well that could the great massive fig- 
ure come back from “the pale realms 
of shade,” he would repeat the in- 
junction of the Moor and say, “speak 
me fair in death—nothing extenuate 
nor set down aught in malice.” The 
“tall Sycamore of the Wabash” rose 
from moderate surroundings to be a 
power in the land. His was a nature 
full of enefgy and overflowing with 
resolution.

SOME FACTS ABOUT GREECE. 
The kingdom of Greece has a total 
area of about 25,000 square miles, and 
a population of about 2,000,000 souls. 


a House of Representatives consist- 
ing of 150 members. These are elected 
by popular vote, but the legislative 
body is convened and adjourned by 
the King. The people of Greece are 
generally well educated, intelligent and 
intensely patriotic. They are natural 
politicians, and take great interest in 
the conduct of public affairs. Although 
the numerical fighting strength of Tur- 
key is much greater than that of 
Greece, the latter makes up in en- 
thusiasm, to a considerable extent, 
what she lacks in numbers. It is at 
least a debatable question whether, 
if Europe will keep hands off, the 
Greeks will not whip the Turks in 

fair stand-up fight. ; 

The ancient Greeks, or Hellenes, 
from whom those of the present day 
are descended, were a brave and war- 
like race. The history of Greece is a 
long and fateful record of heroism and 
bloodshed. The earliest history of the 
country which can be regarded as 
authentic begins with the Dorian in- 
vasion, which covered some two cen- 
turies and was completed about 1000 
B. C. The Doric invaders formed the 
State of Sparta, while the former in- 
habitants were reduced to slavery, 
both in the mainland and in the col- 
onies. The great war between Sparta 
and Athens began in 432 B. C., and 
lasted twenty-seven years, resulting in 
the defeat of Athens. Sparta having 
thus established its supremacy, began 
a series of oppressions which finally 
brought about a combination of the 
other States. This was aided by the 
Persian King, and caused the down- 
fall and defeat of Sparta at Leuctra, in 
370 B. C. 

The greatest power of ancient Greece 
was attained under Alexander the 
Great, who defeated Darius, founded 
the city of Alexandria overthrew fhe 
Persian empire, and conquered Asia 
Minor, planting Greek colonies 
throughout~the conquered territory. 
The death of Alexander occured at 
Babylon, in the year 323 B. C. His 
death was followed by the Lamian 
war for political liberty, but the 
Macedonians, under Antipater, were 
again victorious. : 

Greece was ravaged by the Goths 


{in 395 A. D. In 747 A, D. a great pes- 


tilence depopulated many parts of the 
country. The Bulgarians swept the 
country in 1018, but were defeated, 
finally, by Basil II. In 1453 Mohammed 
II gained the mastery over Greece, 
and. nearly all the possessions of 
Greece had passed into the hands of 
the Turks before 1669. Thus matters 
remained until 1821, when the war for 
independence broke out. This war 
lasted until 1828, when, by the aid of 
England, France and Russia, Greece 
once more gained her liberty. | 

Otho of Bavaria was made King of 
Greece in 1832, and reigned until 1862, 
when he was forced to leave the coun- 
try. Georgel., the present King, suc- 
ceeded Otho, beginning his reign in 
1862. He is a son of the King of Den- 
mark, and is 52 years of age, having 
been born in 1845, 


in the present crisis suggests the 
thought that they are not acting alto- 
gether upon their own initiative. It is 
scarcely conceivable that this small 
nation, even though it be descended 
from a race of warriors, would wan- 
tonly hurl defiance in the face of allied 
Europe.

It 
seems probable, therefore, that Greece 
is encouraged in her present course 
by. a secret understanding with one 
or more of the great powers of Europe. 
If this be true, the outcome of the 
conflict cannot be foretold with any 
degree of accuracy. It may easily, be- 
fore the end is reached,, involve all 
Europe in the throes of war. 

‘At all events, the sturdy loyalty of 
the Greeks in standing fast to the 
cause which they believe to be right 
challenges the admiration of the civil- 
ized world. It is the struggle of a 
brave and resolute people against op- 
pression and wrong which have con- 
tinued through a long series of years. 
Whatever may be the outcome of the 
conflict, the sympathies of enlightened 
and patriotic men throughout Chris- 
tendom will necessarily be with the 
Hellenes in their valiant struggle, 
against great odds, for human liberty 
and the rights of man.

Not Alcatraz Asphalt. 


“ [Arthur F. L. Bell, resident manager 
for the Alcatraz Company at Carpin- 
teria, Cal., writes to The Times as fol- 
lows:] 

CARPINTERIA, April 12, 1897.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] In your 
valued paper of March 29, 1897, your 
Santa Barbara correspondent made the 
following statement: . 

“It is rumored that this same resid- 
uum which has proven so valuable to 
the Alcatraz Company, entered largely 
into the composition which caused the 
twenty blocks of pavement on South 
Main street, Los Angeles, to be re- 
jected, the fault lying in the fact that 
the still did not extract all of the coal 
oll, enough: remaining in the asphalt to. 
render it worthless.” . 

‘The facts are that the twenty blocks 

referred to were laid the L. N. 
Millspaugh Company with asphalt de- 
rived from the northern end of this 
county. Two blocks, however, were 
laid on South Main street, at the same 
time as Millspaugh laid his, by J. A. 
Fairchild, with Alcatraz asphalt, and 
were accepted by the city, and this 
was the only asphalt street work done 
in that whole job that was not ordered 
torn up by the City Council.

Fresno Evening Expositor Takes 


Its Turn at Defending Its Utter-

ANOTHER CARD UP HIS SLEEVE. 


CITIZENS TO BE SUED FOR FALSE

Perseverance is said to accomplish al- 
most anything, and if I. T. Johnson 
and his attorneys fail to make a snug 


Sum out of the “reverend” gentleman’s 


damaged reputation, it will not be for 
lack of trying. Serenely oblivious to 
any discouragement which might have 
been conveyed by the adverse verdict 
in the libel suit brought against the 
Fresno Republican, they are at it again, 
hammer and tongs, this time against 
the Fresno Evening Expositor. 1 

It appears that Johnson values his 
lacerated feelings at exactly $100,000, 
but, with a consideration truly Chris- 
tian, he has divided this sum into quar- 
ters, in order that no one defendant 
shall be oppressed by a judgment 
against him for the full amount. The 
Republican, if it and the jury had only 
lived up to what was expected of them, 
should have paid $25,000 for the privi- 
lege of telling the world what the cit- 
izens of Fresno thought of the Johnson 
brand of moral philosophy. As this 
proved to be the hope that failed, the 
indefatigable evangelist is trying to 
take a fall out of the Expositor. The 
result of .this effort lies in the future, 
which has a laudable habit of keeping 
its secrets until the time is ripe to di- 
vulge them with the best effect.

this court has nothing to do with the 
calamities that may befall a San Fran- 
cisco paper, Just now, this Christian 
martyr is giving it trouble enough of 
its own. 

In the present case the Evening Ex- 
positor is represented by A. B. Butler 
and Hugh Hume, who wear a cheerful 
and buoyant air that seems to indi- 
cate a bland consciousness of having 
eaten the canary.

"OFFICERS PUNISHED. 


FINED HEAVILY FOR ALLOWING 
PRISONERS TO ESCAPE, 


Police Commissioners Take Severe 
Measures to Maintain Vigilance 


in the Force—Applicants for Ap- 
pointment Tell Their Age. . 


The Board of Police Commissioners 3 


met yesterday morning in regular ses- 
sion in the committee-room of the 
Mayor’s office. All of the members of 
the board except Commissioner Wy- 
man and Mayor Snyder were present. 

The application of George P. Pfirr- 
man for a transfer of the license for 
the saloon at No. 400 Aliso street, from. 
Karl Reiman to himself, was granted 
upon recomendation of Chief of Police 
Glass. 

The application for a saloon license 
at No. 233 Bast First street, from 
Rudolph Gahm was granted, Commis- 
sionen.. Forman alone voting in the 
negative. This is the saloon which was 
formerly called the “White Wings”, 
but under new proprietors. Its license 
was revoked when held by E. J. Mc- 
Dowell, for violation of the midnight- 
closing ordinance, and repeated at- 
tempts were made to secure a new 
license by one subterfuge or another. 

Applications were received from the 
deputy tax and license collector for 
special officers’ stars, on which should 
be designated their position. The Chief 
reported he could furnish such stars 
if so ordered. Comissioner Forman, 
however, opposed the issuance of any 
stars, and on his motion the applica- 
tions were denied. 

F. A. Weinshank filed a_ protest 
against the house of prostitution lo- 
cated at No. 148 San Pedro street, at 
the corner of Second and San Pedro 
streets. He stated in his communica- 
tion that the house was conducted in 
such a manner as to be a nuisance to 
every one living in the neighborhood, 
and was particularly objectionable be- 
cause there was a_ schoolhouse not 
more than a block distan,t and’ the 
school children passed to and fro in 
front of the premises. The matter 
was referred to the Chief of Police 
to investigate,

V. Bradley. They all claimed that the 
error lay in the Great Register and was 
due to the mistake of the registration 
clerk. They were dismissed with in- 
structions to adjust the matter with 
the registration clerk. 

On motion of Commissioner Forman, 
Police Officer J. A. Miller was ordered 
suspended for one month and was fined 
one month’s pay. Miller is the man 
who allowed a supposed burglar to es- 
cape by reason of his delay in starting 
When he had deliberately 
satisfied himself that the man should 
be arrested, he started in hot pursuit 
on the wings of a street car, but his 
man had flown. 

The next victim to encounter’ the 
wrath of the commissioners was Police 
Officer J. F. Neighbors, who had been 
suspended by the Chief of Police on 


April 5, pending the action of the com- 


missioners. 

Chief Glass explained that the detec- 
tives had discovered that a woman had 
been offering a stolen bicycle for sale 
She was in- 
structed to return later with the pur- 
pose of effecting her arrest. Whén 
she came back an attempt was made 
to detain her, but she refused to linger. 
A boy was sent out to follow her and 
point her out to a police officer. At 
Seventh and Spring streets the boy 
designated the woman with the stolen 
bicyle and told him to place her un- 
der arrest.

THE CITY CENSUS, 


Enumerators Receive Their Instruc- 
tions from the Council. 

The special committee of the Coun- 

cil, consisting of Councilmen Nickell, 


vise the taking of the city census, held 
a meeting last evening in the Council 
chamber with the census enumerators, 
Councilmen Ashman, Baker, Blanchard 
Grider and Mathuss were also pres- 
ent, President Silver being detained by 
sickness. 

The chamber had the appearance of 
a political convention, and as a mater 
of fact, most of the ‘enumerators had 
figured in such gatherings as political 
workers on previous occasions. Many

gation of enumerators it is a safe pre- 
diction that the postal clerks, to;whom

The 
trend of the questions put to the com- 
mittee by the census-takers promises 
a fearful confusion of results, al- 
though on its face the work is simple 
enough, as only the names, residence 
and street numbers of each inhabitant 
of the city is to be recorded, 

The following instructions were is- 
sued to each enumerator: He shall 
visit each habitation, home, residence, 
domicile or place of abode in his dis- 
trict and enumerate the inhabitants of 
the same. He shall take the full name, 
street and number of every man, wo- 
man and child who is an inhabitant of 
the city of Los Angeles, and write the 
same out plainly on lists furnished to 
him. He shall report the result of his 
labors each day before 7:30 o’clock, p.m. 
to the Councilman of his respective 
ward, and turn over to him the lists of 
names taken by him. An inhabitant 
is any person who is residing or living 
in the city, but does not include any 
visitors, or temporary sojourners or 
transient persons. 

Before the meeting adjourned, the 
stationery provided for the work was 
distributed and each enumerator was 
assigned to his district. — 

The work of enumerators will be be- 
gun this morning and it is expected 
that it will, be completed this week.

{AT THE HOUSE.! 


“KID” THOMPSON'S TRIAL. 


ROSCOE TRAIN-WRECKER HOPE- 
FUL OF AN ACQUITTAL. 


Witnesses Tell the Story of the 
Hold-up — Prosecstion Avoiding 
All Referevees to the Loss of 
Life in the Wreck. 


Promotly at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning the case of the People vs. W. 
H. Thompson, better known as Kid 


ing, was called in Department One of 
the Superior Court, Judge B. N. Smith 
presiding. Dist.-Atty. J. A. Donnell, 
assisted by C. C. McComas, conducted 
the prosecution, while J. N. Phillips, 
Esq., aided by B. L. Mills, appeared for 
the defendant. 

Thompson, looking rather thin from 
his long. incarceratio.i, appeared as cool 
and nervy as ever. Throughout the pro- 
ceedings of the day this young man, 
twice sentenced to be hanged, con- 
versed freely with his attorneys and the 
court officers. He seems exceedingly 
hopeful, and on several occasions re- 
marked. “God and truth will conquer.” 
He paid strict attention to all proceed- 
ings, and. several times during the 
morning trial jurors were excused by 
his attorneys on his recommendation. 
‘Only once did he show any degree of 
nervousness. When B. La Grange, the 
dead-head fireman whom the train- 
robbers had forced to enter the express 
car and assist in removing the money 
from the safe, was asked on the wit- 
ness stand to identify the prisoner as 
the taller-of the robbers, Thompson 
stiifted ffervously If his’seat, tapping 
first one of his counsel upon the arm 
and then the other. This was only 
momentary, however, and when La 
Grange expressed his inability to 
identify Thompson, the latter resumed 
his. equanimity almost instantly. 

Unusual expedition was exercised in 
the selection of a jury, seven jurors 
having been accepted at 12 o’clock, 
when a recess of two hours was taken, 
and a complete jury was impaneled at 
3:30 o’clock. In connection with the 
selection of jurors the attorneys for the 
defendant asked one question which, in 
view of the fact that the new trial was 
granted by the Supreme Court mainly 
on the technicality that Thompson 
should have been tried solely for train- 
wrecking and not for murder incidental 
to the wrecking, possessed some pe- 
culiar significance. It was: ‘‘Have you 
ever sat as a juror in a murder case 
before?” and was insisted upon in each 
instance. The trial now in progress is 
not a murder trial, although it is diffi- 
cult to keep the sacrifice of two lives 
incidental to the derailing of the train 
completely in the background. 

Long before 10 o’clock the courtroom 
was crowded. Several women were pres- 
ent, although the attendance of the 
gentler sex was not nearly so large as 
is generally the case in a trial where 
the defendant has received so much 
publicity as in this. The audience, 
however, was orderly, and only once 
was it necessary for the gavel to be 
used. This was when one of the jurors, 
asked by the prosecuting attorney 
whether he knew the prisoner, replied 
that he did not, adding, “I think he’s 
one of those three over there,”’ pointing 
to where the prisoner sat between coun- 
sel. Even the court was conyulsed at 
the discomfiture of the prisoner’s at- 
torneys, but the gavel nevertheless fell 
several times. 

The first witness called was G. H. 
Odell, conductor on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, who had charge of the train 
which left this city at 10:40 o’clock on 
the night of February 15, 1894, and 
which Thompson is accused of having, 
in company: with Alva Johnson, now 
serving a term of life imprisonment, 
wrecked and robbed at Roscoe, thir- 
Odell, who 
testified in the former trial, again told 
how, when they reached Roscoe, the 
train met. an open switch and, leav- 
ing the track, had taken the spur track. 
This was short, and before the last two 
cars of the train had left the main 
track, the engine and two fruit cars 
had reached the end of it, and were 
buried five or six feet in the sand. The

He was met by two 
masked men, dressed in long overcoats, 
with slouch hats, who fired two shots 
and commanded him to again enter the 
car, Which he did without parley. Soon 
after he heard an explosion in the direc- 
tion of the express car, followed’ by oc- 
casional shots from.a rifie. Not until 
the express messenger, accompanied by 
the. dead-head fireman, came back 
and informed him that all was over did 
he leave the smoker. Search revealed 
the fact that the switch had heen 
turned, but nowhere could the switch 
lock be found, so it was impossible to 
savy whether it had been forced or 
opened with a key.- The door of the 


some powerful explosive. A delay of 
four hours was caused, as word had to 
be sent back to Los Angeles for a 
wrecking train. He was unable to in 
any way identify the robbers. 

B. La Grange, the ‘“‘dead-head” fire- 
man, was then called. He narrated 
how he had been forced, at the muz- 
zle of a rifle, to pass around the en- 
gine and back to the express car. The 


neath the door, which partially shat- 
tered it,. but did not afford. an en- 
trance. The messenger had then 
opened the rear door,. admitting La 
Grang® and the two robbers, one of 
whom was armed with a rifle, while 
the other carried a revolver. The mes- 
senger had opened the safe, and the 
robbers had abstracted several small 
sacks of money, compelling the mes- 
senger and himself to deposit’ these 
small sacks in a large grain sack, and 
then carry -the large sack, between 
them for a distance of about a quar- 
ter of a mile, to where a wagon was 
concealed. They had then been or- 
dered to return to the engine and as- 
sist the regular fireman, who was 
pinned between the boiler and the 
cab, and was slowly roasting to death. 
La Grange probably had more oppor- 
tunity of studying the robbers than 
any other train hand. He ‘described 
them as a tall man,. 
5 feet 11% inches, and a short, heavy 
set man, about 5 feet 7 inches in 
height. He replied, when queried as 
to any resemblance existing between 
the prisoner and the robbers, that 
Thompson might have been the taller 
of the two, but was not as heavy as 
he imagined the. taller robber to have 
been. He thought an overcoat might 
make some difference in the stature of 
aman. He stated that he had at 
no time since the robbery recognized 
the voice of the train-robber, but had 
not heard the prisoner testify at his 
former trial.

the first trial of the defendant, testi- 
fied that Charles Etzler, the young 
man who Southern Pacific’ Detective 
Miles T. Bower says, will appéar and 
testify against Thompson, looked like 
the tall- man, and he reneated this. 

The Wells-Fargo -& Co. -messenger, 
Henry Edgar, was next called. - His 
testimony, as. far. as. taken,-. was a. 
mere corroboration of that.of La 
Grange, with “the addition that he 
placed the amount of money stolen at 
between $1100 and $1200 in Mexican 
coin. He thought the tall man would 
weigh about one hundred‘and seventy 
pounds. 

Thompson appears confident that he 
will win the case. 

“My old attorneys left me in a “tight 
place,” he said yesterday, “but MTI’ll 
come out all right. Charles McCrone 
and John A. Clark, two convicts, to 
whom Alva Johnson confes that 
I had nothing to do with .the robbery 
and that he perjured -himself when he 
testified against me, are on their way 
down here now, and will be witnesses 


in the case. F ¥en 
| Sciever, a. lawyer of this. city, 
who was imprisoned with John- 


son for awhile, will also aid in im- 
peaching Johnson’s testimony. Noth- 
ing but perjury and bribery convicted 
me before, and this time God and 
truth will conquer. . The detectives 
procured disreputable characters to 
testify against me before, and that is 
what convicted me.’’ 

McCrone is serving a long term for 
grand larceny, and Clark was sen- 
tenced for counterfeiting. Van Sciever, 
whom Thompson especially relies 
upon, was convicted of embezzlement, 
but is now free. 

The caution with which the prose- 
cuting attorneys avoided eliticing any 
testimony regarding the two deaths 
consequent the derailing. of 
the train, viz., that of the ‘fireman, 
Arthur Masters, who was slowly 
roasted to death, and an: unknown 
tramp, showed that they were profit- 
ing by the finding of the Supreme 
Court, and intended conducting the 
trial strictly on the charge of train- 
wrecking.

Judge York Grants a Non-suit in an 
Action for Damages. 

Judge York heard the testimony yes- 
terday in the suit for $4100 damages 
brought by Henry Rott against 
Clarence H. Lee and John Lee, and 
granted the defendants’ motion for a 
non-suit. The complaint in the action 
alleged that Rott had suffered the 
amount of damages prayed for by 
reason of his arrest on a charge of 
striking his wife in the face, and 
choking her. He alleged that Lee, who 
had sworn to the complaint on which 
he was arrested, had been prompted 
by malice. 

Rott, who lives in Pomona, told the 
story of the trouble which. resulted in 
his arrest, as follows: 
ticed for some time that his wife’s ac- 
tions were indicative of an unsound 
mind. On the day on which the trouble 
arose, which Lee thought was a quar- 
rel between them, Mrs. Rott. had.sig- 
nified her intention to carry a sewing 
machine upstairs. Rott .remonstrated 
with her, but she started to do as she 
said she would without paying ary at- 
tention to his protests. He then.com- 
pelled her to desist, and in doing so 
placed his hands upon her, and in hold- 
ing her was compelled to use more or 
less force. 

Rott was acquitted of the charge of 
battery which had been preferred 
against him, but two days after the 
unfortunate incident occurred, _ his 
wife was declared insane, and com- 
mitted to the asylum. at - Highland.

CHARGED WITH BATTERY. 


Two Complaints Sworn to Before 
Justice Young. 

Two complaints'were sworn to before 
Justice Young yesterday, one charging 
J. W. Hearst with battery, and the 
other charging one Banker with. a simi- 
lar offense. ' 

The complaint against Hearst was 
sworn to by John McCann. McCann al- 
leges that Hearst, who is a deputy un- 
der Constable Simonds of Ballona 
township, came to the Palms to arrest 
him. McCann says the deputy asked 
him if his name was some other than 
the one he really bears, and he denied 
that it was. Thereupon, according to 
McCann. Hearst jumped upon him with 
and oath, and “used force and violence 
upon his person.” 

The complaint against Banker was is- 
sued at the request of P. J. Keeler, a 
traveling man who makes his bende 
quarters at Los Angeles. Banker rents 
a three-acre ranch at Tropico of Keeler, 
and yesterday the latter and Dr. R. G. 
Wright of this city drove out to talk 
about some rent Keeler claimed was 
due him. Dr. Wright, who was an eye- 
witness to all the trouble, tells the fol- 
lowing story: 

When he and Keeler arrived at the 
ranch, and Keeler found that he could 
not get any money from his tenant, he 
tried to get some security for the pay- 
ment of what was due him. Banker 
said he was dealing with Mrs. Keeler, 
and had secured a three-year lease oh 
the property from her. Keeler denied 
that even a verbal contract for that 
length of time had ever been made. 

“What,” said Banker, ‘do you mean 
to call me a liar?’’ 

“You may ‘take it as you please; you 
heard what I said,’’ was Keelér’s an- 
sewer.

A DISPUTED CAPACITY, 


Suit to Recover n Royalty on a 
Crematory. 

The case of W. H. Holmes éehtnet 
Ramish and Marsh was on trial yes- 
terday in Department Two before Judge 
Clark. Holmes brought this suit as 
assignee of. the claim of the Dixon 
Sanitary Creamatory Company. of Find- 
lay, O. 

Ramish and Marsh made a con- 
tract about two years ago. with the 
crematory company, whereby they 
agreed to pay a royalty of $1000 on 
three-hole crematory. 

The agreement stated that the cre- 
matory should consume garbage, to. 
‘odorless ashes, and if it did not do 80, 
the company agreed to take it back. 
The company guaranteed that the ca- 
pacity would be 24 tons of garbage per 
24 hours.. The crematory was put in 
on Santa Fé avenue, and an expert 
was sent by the company to super- 
‘vise its construction. Ramish . and 
Marsh refuse to pay the $1000 royalty 
on the ground that the crematory will 
only consume 20. tons of garbage per 
day of 24 hours, and the company avers 
that it will consume twice that amount. 
The company brought this action to 
recover $1111.40. ‘It is alleged that 
$1486.40 was the original cost of the 
crematory, as the expert sent to Los’ 
Angeles, was employed 74 days at 
$4.50 per day, but $375 has already been 
paid by Ramish and Marsh. 


SUIT AGAINST THE

THE CANNERY QUESTION AGAIN 
AGITATED AT SANTA ANA, 


> 
Little Girl Thrown from a Bicycle 
and Seriously Injured—Land Do- 
nated to the County for a Public 
Park—MisceHaneous News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, April 13.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The question of a 
cannery for Santa Ana sounds a lit- 
tle chestnutty perhaps to the average 
citizens, but it is probable that in the 
near future the proposition may as- 
sume tangible shape. Capitalists pros- 
pecting for a good location for a can- 
nery have frequently been in Santa 
Ana, but, so far, it has been impos- 
sibel, it seems, for proper arrange- 
ments to be made for the establish- 
ment of the industry. Sufficient in- 
ducement has never been made to the 
capitalists to make it an object for 
them to lecate the industry in this 
vicinity. 

The Chamber of Commerce of this 
city now proposes to take a hand in 
the cannery proposition in a manner 
that promises favorable results in the 
not distant future. It is proposed at 
an early date to circulate a subscrip- 
tion paper among the residents of 
Santa Ana and vicinity for the pur- | 
pose of raising from $3000 to $5000 to 
be held as a fund to subsidize a com- 
petent and reliable person to estab- 
lish such an industry in this vicinity. 

Such an inducement will, in all 
probability, bring a cannery in a very 
short time, and if one is located it 
will probably not be long until others 
will have to be established in order to 
handle the fruit raised in the Santa 
Ana Valley.

JOE CLOSSEN IS FREE. 


KILLS A MAN IN THE MORNING AND 
LIBERATED IN THE AFTERNOON. 


Remarkably Quick Legal Action in 
the Case of the Slayer of James 
Holmes at the Broadway Ham- 
mam Baths, 


- At o’clock yesterday morning | 
Joseph Clossen shot and killed James ]- 


Holmes, in the very heart of the city. 
At 3 o’clock yesterday. afternoon, just 
twelve hours and fifty minutes after 
the killing, Clossen walked out of the 
Police Station a free man. The homi- 
cide, when booked at the City Prison, 
five minutes after firing the fatal shots, 
had in his possession cash and checks 
amounting to a little less than $200. 
When he was released from custody 
yesterday this money was handed back 
to him, and he put it in his pocket and 
walked away. San Francisco papers 
please copy. 

That Clossen had been entirely justi- 
fied in taking extreme measures to de- 
fend his life against his vicious assail- 
ant was apparent from the facts ob- 
tainable immediately following the kill- 
ing. This was emphasized at the Cor- 
oners inquest yesterday -afternoon, 
when it was shown by a number of 
witnesses that Holmes, Clossen’s vic- 
tim, had been the agressor throughout 
the original trouble, as well as at the 
fatal meeting at the bath house. It was 
further made plain by the testimony of 
almost every witness examined ‘by the 
Coroner that, though Holmes had 
threatened to kill Clossen on sight, the 
latter had sought to avoid troube by 
running away, first from the scene of 
the disturbance on the way home from 
the party, and again from the infuri- 
ated black demon, who pursued him to 
the bath house with intent to carry out 
his murderous threats. 

From the beginning to the end of the 
trouble, Clossen was armed, and could 
have killed Holmes at any time. He 
refrained from firing, however, until 
his life was in imminent peril. The 
Coroner’s jury found that the killing 
had been entirely justifiable, and ex- 
onerated Clossen from all blame. Five 
minutes later, in the absence of any 
charge against the prisoner, the police 
released him from custody. 

The speed with which justice was ad- 
ministered in this case is unprecedented 
in local criminal annals.
